Women Clerks 
In British Banks 


To Become Permanent Part of Staffs 
In Future 

The question as to whether women 

clerks are to be retained in the em- 

ployment of the great banks has been 

arousing considerable 


interest of 
late, especially among the male bank 
clerks themgelves. It has already re- 
ceived the attention of the banking 
officials, and it, is now regarded as 
certain that women are to become a 
permanent part of the staffs in the 
future. : 

At the Bank of England over 200 
women clerks are employed, and 
these are now regarded as belonging 
to the permanent staff. 

As regards the attitude of the male 
clerks, there has been no direct pro- 
test against the employment of wo- 
men in banks. What, however, was 
strongly urged at a recent mass meet- 
ing of clerks, was that where women 
were employed they should be paid 
the same salaries as would be given 
to the men, 

A good many of the women who 
took up the work during the war have 
proved themselves in many cases 
especially good at coupon work, and 
very adaptable in some Other bran- 
ches of ‘the banking business, In 
some instances the woman clerk has 
been preferred to the junior male 
clerk, and when men have returned 
from the army to.take up their old 
work, the youth, who was only re- 
garded as a temporary employce, has 
been discharged, end the women re- 
tained, This practice is, however, not 
looked upon with favor by the major- 
ity of the permanent male clerks,

Three hundred, officers and 
returning for demobilization on 
Empress of Asia evolved a scheme 
for co-operative settlement on thé 

ands of British Columbia, They 
elaborated their scheme and pre- 
sented it to the authoritics. For a 
time they received little encourage- 
ment, but cyentually they’ found 
sympathy and encouragement from 
the government of British Columbia, 
The Dominion authorities agreed to 
endorse the project and now four 
soldier settlements in the province of 
British Columbia are in course of 
development by soldier labor, 

In the development ‘of the estates, 
returned soldiers only are employed. 
Thus the problem of their emptoy- 
ment is settled at once.’ When the 
lands are cleared and ready for oc- 
cupation they will be sold to the 
soldiers, who will receive a $500 re- 
bate on the purchase price, The land 
settlement board has provided the 
lands. 

Camp stores haye been established 
by the board, and the profits of the 
Stores are divided among the soldier 
settlers, When development has 
sufficiently proceeded, the stores will 
be taken by the settlers and run on 
co-operative principles.

The fundamental geology of this 
Nipigon country is Archaean, but 
over the oldé¥ rocks there has been 
at some remote period an overflow 
of voleanic traps and besalt cover- 
ing many hundreds of square miles, 
and called the “Animike” series, This 
covering has been cracked open and 
swept away ata great number of 
points, leaving what some of the geo- 
logists call a “dissected plain,’ and 
these rifts are of great depth and-ex- 
tent, although often very narrow. 
Basaltic overflows, in cooling, crys- 
tallize “in prisms at right angles to 
the surface, which in this case was 
almost level, and the rock breaks nat- 
urally away on these cleavage lincs, 
leaving vertical cliffs often several 
hundreds of\feet in height, and it is 
this vertical cleavage which gives the 
region its peculiar and almost unique 
scenery, 
Through one of these remarkable 
rifts the surplus water of the Nipigon 
basin found their way from Orient 
Bay to Lake Helen, Then came the 
glacial period, and the rift became 
dammed-up by an enormous accumu- 
lation of sand, gravel and boulders. 
When the ice melted the river found 
a new and more 
through a parallel rift several miles 
farther west. As a matter of fact, it 
probably found two for a time, for 
from Chief's Bay there is only a 
short portage with an almost neglig- 
ible summit into another river, the 
Black Sturgeon, which runs into Lake 
Superior several miles farther west.
